With almost as much@nystery as attended 
the theft, the picture, unmarred, was deliv- 
ered at the Auditorium Hotel a) week ago last 
Wednesday to C. Moreland Agnew of the firm 
of Agnew Bros., art dealers in London. To- 
day the steamer Etruria will land Mr. Agnew 
at Southampton and the famous portrait 
will again take its place in the art galleries. 


Hunt Lasts Many Years. 

The finding of this portrait after a small 
fortune had been spent in the search for it 
marks the end of a chain of clews which 
William A. Pinkerton and his agents have 
been following for fifteen years. Through 
this long hunt, started by the confession of 
& dying convict in Auburn Prison, is woven 
‘a strange story of romance and cunning. 
More than once a small wooden trunk has 
Been stored in a warehouse on the 
Bide, ite appearance never betraying tHe for- 
tune and mystery which it carried. It was 
from a do in this trunk, concealed-by a 
faise bottom, that the picture was taken, the 
canvas having lain all the years in its cov- 
ering of cotton batting, olleloth. and hermet- 


ical seal.

Over 150,000 3 have been obtained 
to a protest against the adoption of a num- 
ber of bills now before the State Legislature 
which affect the educational system. The 
Federation of German Catholic Societies 
originated the movement for defeating the 
proposed legislation, and the formal protest 
will be presented before the Judiciary com- 
mittee of the Senate and the Committees on 
Education of both Houses of the General As- 
sembly on next Tuesday by Theodore B. 
Thiele, chairman of the Vigilance committee 
of the federation. 

Not since 1892, when'the Edwards bill 
aroused the antagonism of Catholics and 
Lutherans and caused a bitter fight against 
its adoption, has there been such an awaken- 
ing of sentiment in the churches which main- 
tain parochial schools and other private ed-. 
ucational institutions. In nearly eyery Cath- 
olle church in Illinois the pastors took occa- 
sion last Sunday to difect the attention of 
their parishioners to the several bills before 
the Legislature and to request them to sign 
ne blank protests before leaving church. 


Thinks Fight Will Succeed. 


e protest was taken to Springfield on 
Thi y by Mr. Thiele, but owing to the un- 
ment fight he withheld its presentation. He 
returned to Chicago yesterday with the belief 
that the members of the Legislature were

The bills against which the protest is di- 
rected are those which provide for furnish- 
ing free text books; for free conveyance of. 
children to and from the schools in school 
districts covering an a of more than four 
square miles; for the establishment of kin- 
dergarten and manual training courses; for 
the extension of the high school system; for 
school libraries, for an educational com- 
mission which shall have authority to regu- 
late the granting of degrees and literary 
hohors in all educational institutions of the 
State, and for a reduction of the membership 
of Boards of Education to nine in cities of 
over 100,000 population. 

Practically every Roman Catholic society 
in the State, and a great number of Lutheran 
sotieties, are identified with the protest 
against these bills. Allied with the Federa- 
tion of German Catholic Societies in the 
Movement are the German branches of the 
Catholic Order of Foresters, the Catholic 
K ts of America, the Catholic union, the 
Catholic Guards of America, and the numer- 
ous societies of young men connected with 
each parish, 


Jesuit College Is Interested. | 
An example ot the institutions which 
would be affected by this bill is the Jesuit 
College in this city,” said Mr. Thiele.

Mrs. Annie Palmieri . to the side- 
walk and died in front of her residence, 1552 
West Congress street, yesterday 
after being on the tem 
ola Hart McKay, — with

few moments before had become embroiled 
in a quarrel with a 12-year-old son of Mrs. 
Palmieri, and the woman rushed into the 
street to protect her son. Whether. her 
death was due to the concussion or to an at- 
tack of heart disease will be determined at 
the inquest to be held today. The dead 
woman's husband believes death was due to 
the blow, as he says his wife did not suffer 
from heart trouble. 

McKay, who did not realize that the woman 
was dead, made no attempt to escape, and 
remained for several minutes in the crowd 
which had gathered about the body. He 
then walked away to perform an errand he 
was on at the time. He was arrested a 
short time afterwards by Lieutenant Con- 

roy and Policeman Fuller of the Warren 
Avenue Station, on his return to the paint 
shop at Lexington street and Kedzie avenue, 
where he is employed. | 


| - McKay’s Story of the Fight. 

According to McKay’s statement he was 
acting as peacemaker in a quarrel which had 
arisen over a game of marbles which three 
or four boys were playing in front of the 
Palmieri home. His statement to the police 
was that he was on his way toa flat building 
in course of construction at Lawndale ave- 

nue and Harrison street to get two empty 
paint pails, and when ‘passing the Palmieri 
home he saw two boys fighting. The larger 
one of the two was beating an opponent 
much smaller than himself. McKhy at once 
interfered, and in the resulting struggle he 
struck the larger boy, who was Mrs. Palmi- 
eri’s son. Her younger son rushed to the 
door calling for his mother, saying a dan boy 
was beating his brother.

It is reported that General Clay, who is 91 
years old, was woun during the attack, 
It is also reported that his mind has given 
way, the fact that last Sunday he drove his 
daughter from the house with a loaded re- 
volver lending belief to the report. 

Today's encounter was the result of an 
effort on the part of the officers of the law 
to seize some household goods belonging to 
Mrs. Mary B. Clay, the Generals daughter, 
which he refused to surfender. . | a 

Some time ago General Clay mvited his 
daughter, Mrs. Mary B. Clay, and her son, 
Attorney Green Clay, late of Cincinnati, to 
make their home with him. The offer was 
accepted, and Whitehall put on a cheerful

Everything went smoothly until last Sun- 
day, when the General's daughter, who had 
driven into the city to see relatives, returned 
with a number of young girl friends: 

General Clay, in the presence of the visit- 
ors, appeared at the door of the mansion 
with a loaded revolver and ordered his daugh- 
ter off the premises. She returned to her 
sister’s house here, and her son, Attorney 
Green Clay, went out to see what had come 
over his warlike grandsire. He, too, met a 
hostile reception, and*had to take refuge 
behind a tree in the yard to escape the bul- 
lets of the General. 

Seeing it was useless to try to Faber his 
grandfather, Green Clay secured a writ of de- 
livery for the goods and, armed with this doc- 
ument and accompanied by Officers Joe Ter- 
rell and Frank Kennedy and Deputy Sheriff 
R. W. Colyer, went to Whitehall this morn- 


The General met officers and 
them from the premises. When they endeav- 
ored to reason with him he opened fire. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Colyer jumped behind a nearby 
tree and thus saved his life. 

After emptying his pistol General Clay 
produced a repeating rifle and reopened the 
engagement. It was then the officers opened 
fire on him, and for several minutes the fus- 
Uading was general. 

One of General Clay's employés who en- 
deavored to participate in the fight was cap- 
tured, disarmed, and sent handcuffed to the 
house as a messenger of peace. The old 
General, seeing his assistant handcuffed, ac- 
cused him of surrendering and tried to kill 
him. The employé saved his life by flight. 

Clay Reported Wounded. 
It is needless to say the officers returned 
to this city without the household goods, 


fortress., It is the belief of Mr. Colyer that 
General Clay was slightly wounded in the 
fight, but as nobody has been able to com- 
municate with him since the suspicion can- 
not be confirmed. 

Brutus J. Clay, son of General’ Clay, was 
here this afternoon and directed the offi- 
cers to hold the writ in abeyance until he 
can get some friend of the General to ascer- 
tain the situation and see if the goods cannot 
be peacefully released..

Every community gullty of lynching says 
in d many words to the Governor, to the 


Legislature, to the Sheriff, to the jury, and 


to the Judge, I have no faith in you and no 
respect for you. We have no for the 
law which we helped to make. 

In the South at the present time there is 
less jexouse for not permitting the law to 
take {ts course where a negro is to be tried 
than anywhere else in the world, for almost 
without exception the Governors, the Sheriffs, 
the Judges, the juries, and the lawyers are 
all white men, and they can be trusted as a 
rule to do their duty; otherwise it is needless 
to tax the people to support these officers. 
If our present laws are not sufficient to 
properly punish crime, let the laws be 
changed, but that the punishment may be by 
lawfully constituted authority is the plea I 
ma The history of the world proves that 
where law is most strictly enforced is the 
least crime; where people take the adminis- 


tration of the law into their own hands ig . 


the most crime. | 5 
But there is still another side; the white 
man in the South bas not only a serious duty 
and responsibility but the negro has a duty 
and responsibility in this matter. In speak- 
ing of my own people I want to be equally 


frank, but I speak with the greatest kind- 


ness. There is too much crime among us. 
The res for a given period show that in 
the United States 30 per cent of the crime 


committed is by negroes, while we con- 


stitute only about 12 per cent of the entire 
population. 

A large amount of the crime among us 
grows out of the idleness of our young men 
ard women. It is for this reason that I have 
tried: to insist upon some industry being 
taught in connection with their course of 
literary training. The time has come when 
every parent, every teacher and, minister 
of the gospel, should teach with unusual 
emphasis morality and obedience to law. At 
the fireside, in the schoolroom, in the Sunday 
schoel, from the pulpit, and the negro press 
there should be such a sentiment created 
regarding the committing of crime against 
women that no such crime shall be charged 
against any member of the race. Let it be 
understood for all time that no one guilty of 
that crime can find sympathy or shelter with 
us, and that none will be more active in 
bringing to justice, through the proper au- 
thorities, those guilty of crime. . Let the 
criminal and vicious element of the race 
have.at all times our most severe condemna- 
tlon. Let a strict line be drawn between the 
virtubus and the criminal With the best 
white people and the best black peopl@stand- 
ing together, in favor of law and order and 
justice, I believe that the safety and hap- 
pinesp of both races will be made secure.

The corrective lies only in the improve- 
ment of public sentiment against the lynch- 
ing custom. I am pleased to say that the 
Judges of the criminal courts in this State 
are, without an exception, men of patriotism, 
courage, and good legal ability, and thor- 
oughly in favor of the enforcement of the 
law; but since under our system of govern- 
ment it matters not how honest, efficient, 
and faithful may be the Judge on the bench, 
or however sufficient the law for the protec- 
tion of the rights of the people and punish- 
ment of crime, the courts are powerless, and 
the law a dead letter, unless upheld by popu- 
lar approval of the le. 


It ig true in this State that Judges have de- 


livered strong charges to the grand juries to 
indict those guilty of lynching, the religious 
press and church meetings have declared 


against the evil, and yet the mobs have con- 


tinued their work of murder. Since moral 
suasion and the officers of the law have not 
had the effect to bring about the needed 
change in public sentiment I have concluded 
that it is necessary to make an agpeat for the 
change to the cupidity and the purse of the 
people, hence the recommendation in my 
inaugural of a law which, I believe, will 
cause the taxpayer’ to enter his protest 
against the mob. That the plan which I 
proposed to the Legislature might be ef- 
fective in its operation I sought to eliminate 
such hindrances as might be resorted to in 
court to defeat the recovery of judgments. 
Te suits are to be instituted in the Chance 

Court, where the Chancellor is to pass on the 


matter, and the only proof needful is the 


commission of the crime by the mob.

GOV. DURBIN CITES UNIQUE LAW. 


Governor Durbin directs me to inform you 
that, while he is in favor of the most drastic 
measures possible, he is not prepared at this 
time to say what means would probably 
preve most efficacious in bringing about 
more desirable conditions. At the recent 
session of the Indiana General Assembly a 
long step was taken in the right direction 
by the enactment of a law which provides 
that, whenever any Sheriff permits any

| PUBLIC SENTIMENT CONTROLS. | 


In my opinion nothing more can be done 
toward putting an end to this evil than is 
now being done in combating crime of any: 
kind. It is no more a matter for national 
legislation than is the question of punishing 
any and all kinds of crime with which States 
have to deal. 

If, for instance, public sentiment in Illinois 
or Colorado is such that those who are re- 
sponsible for mob violence against negroes 


cannot be punished, no relief can be ex- 


pected from federal intervention. The senti- 
ment that withholds the strong arm ot the 
State law from those responsible for mob 
violence would render futile any effort a 
outside interference. 
As it is in Illinois, Colorado, Indiana, and 
other Northern and Western States, so it is 
in the South, where occasional outbreaks 
against the law are attracting recently al- 
most as much attention as the violent dis- 
regard of statutory punishment in Illinois 
and other States during the last few years.

Alleged Suicide of His Wife, Maude 
¢ O'Neill, Is Pronounced Murder In- 


_ ‘stead by Twelve Men. 


Joseph O'Neill yesterday was pronounced 
guilty of the murder of his wife, Maude 
O’Nefll and sentenced to serve eighteen 
years in the penitentiary. The jury re- 
turned the verdict after deliberating seven 
and one-half hours. Judge Brentano grant- 
ed the motion of O'Neill's attorney for a. 
new trial. é

I dict of the jury condemning him to eighteen. 


years’ imprisonment was a surprise. 
The death of Mrs. Maude O'Neill occurred 


in the couple’s home in Wabash avenue, near 
Fourteenth street. The police of the Har- 
rison Street Station were notified of it by 
O'Neill, who said that his wife had arisen 
from bed and shot herself, before he could 
prevent it. His statement was accepted 
at first, but later suspicion arose, when the 
police learned from neighbors that the 
couple had quarreled often and that a quar- 
rel had taken place the day before the 
fatality. 

The police believed that the condition of 
the woman's body when found did not bear 
out the theory of suicide. O’Neill was 
arrested and held for the alleged crime. 
In the trial of the case, the prosecution 
was forced to depend on circumstantial evi- 
dence, as no living person but the defenddnt 
had geen or heard the shot. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes set up a motive 
in that the man was jealous of his wife 
and had quarrels with her, also the asser- 
tion of the police that the condition of the 
body when they were called did not bear 
out the theory of suicide. The defendant 
testifi¢d that his wife’s father had taken 
his own life, and that because of their quar- 
rels his wife had been unhappy and des- 
pondent.

Cincinnati, O., April 5.—An amalgamation | 
of four railroads has just been effected. The 
roads are the Southern railway, the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton, the 
Indianapolis and Louisville, and the Cincin- 
nati Southern. J. Pierpont Morgan is the re- 
puted backer. 

New York Has No Details. 

New York, April 5.—Private dispatches re- 
ceived in this city tonight from Cincinnati! 
told of the amalgamation of the four rail- 
ways under the guiding hand of J. Pierpont 
Morgan, but gave no details of the deal. The 
roads mentioned are the Southern railway, 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton, the 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville, and 
the Cincfnnati Southern.

Samuel Thomas, President of the Chicago, 
Indianapolis and. Louisville railroad, tonight 
said:

I do not believe the amaiga 
mation has been effected as yet. It is true 
that steps are under consideration looking 
toward combination of the roads men- 
tioned. think it will be effected, for all of 
the interests are favorable to it. It can 
scarcely be called an amalgamation of the 
roads under the scheme that is under con- 
sideration. It is merely a centralizatidn of 
power looking towards the best interests of 
the various roads.“ 

Southern Railway Officers Silent. 

Washington, D. C., April 5.—There was no 
information obtainable at the Southern rall- 
way offices here regarding the reported 
amalgamation of railroad interests. All the 
roads mentioned are on specially friendly 
relations. The Cincinnati Southern is stated. 
to be owned jointly by the Southern and the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. The Mo- 
non road, otherwise the Chicago, Indianapo- 
lis and Louisville, is said to be closely identi- 
fied with the Morgan interests, and thus 
has close relations with the Southern. There 
is also a strong freight traffic relation be- 
tween the Southern and the Cincinnati, Ham- 
fiton and Dayton.
